The present species is most closely related to M* nervosa 
Niedenzu, but differs as indicated in the following key: 

Leaves oblong, about 20 cm. long, the margins conspicuously 
cartilaginous, the secondary nerves obscure above; 
branches and petioles very thick; nut glabrous, the 

ventral areole about 4 ran. long and 5 ram* broad.

Leaves ovate, tip to 15 cm. long (usually less), the margins 
not cartilaginous, the secondary nerves conspicuously 
reticulate above; branches and petioles slender; nut 
usually puberuloua, the ventral areolo about 5 long 
and 2 mm. broad.... ,M* nervosa. 
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
